*,* This volume is of the very first importance to students of 
Shakespeare, because it contains what Professor S. Arthur 
Strong believed to be THE ORIGINAL souRcE from which 
Shakespeare took the names of Rosencrantz and Guildenstern, 
the two Danish courtiers found in Hamlet. Around the 
portrait of the author upon the title-page of this work, are 
suspended the escutcheons of sixteen Danish noblemen with 
their names inscribed beneath each. Among these es- 
cutcheons are those of the two courtiers introduced into 
Hamlet by Shakespeare: Rosencrantz and Guildenstern, with 
their names printed beneath ; the former being spelt “ Rosen- 
krans,” and the latter “ Guldéstére”’ (with the contraction 
mark over the first and second e). Professor §S. Arthur 
Strong, some years ago, conjectured that Shakespeare had 
seen this book (the renown of Tycho Brahe ensured his 
volume foreign circulation), and had not only found it 
attractive, but convincing. The first edition of Hamlet 
was not published until 1603, whereas the present work 
of Tycho Brahe anpeared one year earlier—l602—and the 
two officials— Rosencrantz and Gwuildenstern—were living 
when the first quarto appeared. Mrs. Stopes, in a paper on 
“ Hamlet and Macbeth,” touched incidentally on the curious 
point involved in Shakespeare’s use of the names of Fosen- 
crantz and Guildenstern. After referring to Dr. Leo’s dis- 
covery that the two officials so named were actually at the 
Danish Court when Hamlet was written and published, Mrs. 
Stopes justly remarks that it was “strange to use real 


names of contemporaries thus.” A long account of this exces-

MSS. Commission, Report x. pt. 4, described by Mr. Maxwell 
Lyte. He says: ‘‘The Arms show that the MS. must have 
been written by or for a descendant of Sir Thomas Percy 
who married Eleanor Harbottle, and the name of the owner 
is given as ‘Thomas Percy’ in certain prayers. The date 

. 1555 written in the margin of a leaf agrees well with the 
character of the MS.” The tone of the MS. is mostly 
Catholic, with a leaning to Protestantism in political matters, 
and it is altogether very interesting from the point of view 
of a high-minded English Nobleman in the Transition 
period. A long article on the MS., by George Phillips, from 
the “ Ushaw Magazine”’ (R. C.) accompanies the lot

Several of the fine woodcuts contain the mark of the Lorraine 
Cross used by Geoffrey Tory. This copy belonged originally 
to King Henry VIII, and is in its original binding in oaken 
boards, brown leather with stamped gilt ornaments, and the 
Kine’s Arms in centres.

This important manuscript of Isabella is the only original 
manuscript of the poem extant, but a late fair copy of a 
portion of the poem is in the British Museum. The manu- 
script here offered is of high literary interest and value, as 
the Poet’s first draft of this celebrated poem which was 
afterwards published in Lamia, Isabella and other Poems, 
1820. The manuscript of I Stood Tip Toe upon a Inttle Hill, 
is the earliest form of the poem as it was originally written 
for the Prelude to ‘“‘ Endymion’’; it was afterwards pub- 
lished as the first poem in “‘ Poems,” 1817. Boru oF THESE
